The Geneva Convention covers 
the rights of civiliens in wartime 
and prohibits any drastic changes 
in occupied lands. 

‘The United States has publicly 
Stated that Jewish settlements 
on occupied Arab lands are “ille- 
gal” under the terms of the 
Geneva Convention. President 
Carter reiterated this position on 
Tuesday and said that Israel's 
policy im this connection “creates 
81 unnecessary obstacle to peace.” 

The Egyptian note cited three 
recent Israeli measures—last 
week's move for three new settle- 
ments on the Jordan West Bank: 
the earlier legalization of another 
three settlements and the exten- 
sion of public services to West 
Bank inhabitants on 2 par with 
Isreeli citizens. 

Begin Backed, Poll Shows 

‘TEL AVIV, Aug. 25 (AP),—Two- 
thirds of Israel's urban popula- 
tion supports Prime Miniser 
Menahem Begin in his desire to 
hold on to the occupied West 
Bank of the Jordan River, a sur- 
vey shows. 

‘The findings indicate the sur 
port for Mr. Begin was equal to 
that after his election in Mar, 
although the number of persons 
questioned was much smaller, 465 
compared to 1392.

Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
said today after meeting the 
Chinese leader, Hua Kuo-feng, 
that his four-day visit here had 
helped improve communication, 
but he indicated no breakthrouzs 
on the cracial issue of Taiwan. 

Mr. Vance declined to tell 
newsmen his trip had produced 
progress toward full diplomatic 
relations between the United 
States and China. But he and his 
aides signaled their pleasure ai 
the high-level reception from the 
Chinese,

‘October. 

“I believe that our discussions 
were important in establishing 
elfective communication between 
senior officials of our two gov- 
ernmems which will continue in 
the future.”

I look forward to econ- 
tinuing our discussions.”

India Cancels Soviet Steel-Mill Pact, Turns to U.S. for Aid

NEW DELHI, Aug. 25 (NYT? 
India has quietly terminated an 
agreement with the Soviet Union 
and turned instead to the United 
States for technical help in the 
expansion of the Bokaro stecl 
plant in the eastern state of 
Bihar. 

Tn April, it bas been learned, 
soon after the new Janata party 
took over the government, Steel 
Minister Biju Patnaik ordered the 
Steel: Authority of India, a gov- 
emment body that admimeters 
the country's four public sector 
stee] mills. to “dispense” with the 
Russians and use Indian knowl- 
edge and skill in the expansion 
program. 

By then the construction at the 
first stage of the Bokaro plant, 
which is expected to eventually 


produce 10 mifion cons of stec! 
annually, hed ‘deen completed. 
wih a capacity to produce 17 
mifiion toms every year. Moscow 
Bad provided ruble loans. designs 
and some equipment for the 
plant, with the ectual building 
done by Indian engineers. 

The Soviet agreement, signed in 
1983. provided for the continuing 
assistance from Moscow through 
completion of the second stage of 
the mill, which would raise an- 
nua! output to 4 million tens. 

Eremlin Gets Angry 

The abrupt termination of the 
contract angered Moscow. When 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko came to New Delhi late 
in April, it was reported he 
remonstrated with the Indian of- 
ficials, According to ἃ source, 
hawever, Mr. Gromsko did nov 


make an issue of it when it was 
esplained to him that there was 
nothing political in the decision, 
but rather that it was motivat- 
ed by the desire to depend on 
indigenous skill and resources in 
the expansion of the Eokaro 
piart, 

42 official at the steel author- 
ity said yesterday that it was 
found the Soviet Union did not 
possess the know-how that would 
be required for the second stage 
of construction, which involved 
“sophisticated technology.” 

For example, he said, the So- 
viet Union itseli depended on 
Western technical skill for the 
desiga and constrnciion of cold 
rolling mills that are essential for 
making superior tensile steel]. 

India did not possess the ex- 
pertise either. he conceded. The 
termination of the Soviet agree- 


ment freed the country to seek 
expertise where i was available. 
“Only the United States and 
Japan have the know-how in 
sophisticated steel technology," he 
said,

Negotiations are in progress 
with two US. companies—the 
Armco Steel Corp. and Wean 
United Inc, the official said. 
{Both companies have confirmed 
their participation in negotia- 
tions.)

Clash in Naples 
At Krause Rally 


NAPLES, Aug, 25 (UPI'—-At 
least nine persons, including seven. 
policemen. were wounded today 
during ἃ rock-throwing melee be- 
tween the supporters of urban 
guerrilla Petra Krause and the 
police. 

The violence occurred shortly 
after the German-born Mrs. 
Brause addressed ἃ ratly of 1.500 
supporters in a Naples park cele- 
rating her release from jail late 
last night after being extradited 
from Switzerland Aug. 15. 


As Mrs, Krause left the park, 
about 350 leftists, known as “the 
‘Autonomous Ones.” began hurling 
cobblestones at security forces. 
the police said. They responded 
with a charge on the crowd, 
using riot sticks, About 20 per- 
sons were arrested. 

Mrs. Krause. who is charged 
with acts of urban terrorism in 
Italy and Switzerland, told the 
rally that prisoners in Swiss jails 
sometimes are held five to six 
years in isolation before their 
cases come to 


Malaysian Boy 
Faces Execution 


PINANG, Malaysta. Aug. 25 
«Reuters)—A Pinang court sen- 
tenced @ 14-year-old boy to death 
today for unlawful possession of 
a pistol and smmunition. 

Tt was the first death sentence 
passed on 8 juvenile since the 
‘Internal Security Act was amend- 
ed in 1975 to mandate the death 
penaity for arms offenses. The 
boy denied that he had any 
knowledge of the contents of a 
plastic packet. containing the 
weapon and bullets, found in his: 
possession. 

About 45 persons have been 
sentenced to death, most of them 
convicted for illegal possession of 
guns. None of the sentences has 
been carried out, pending appeals.

East Germans Again Reported 


Active in African Turbulence

BONN. Aug. 25 (WP).—For the 
second time in less than four 
months, East Germany has been 
reported om the scene as turbu- 
lent young states of Africa bat- 
tle. East Germany, 8. steadfast 
Warsaw Pact ally of the Soviet 
Union, is becoming increasingly 
involved in activities in black 
Africa below the Sahara. 

In May, Zaire expelied East 
German diplomats and suspended 
telations, accusing East Berlin of 
Supplying arms to the anti-gov- 
ernment rebels in Shaba, for- 
merly Katanga, Province, 

Today, Ethiopia and Somalia 
are moving closer to war in the 
Ogaden Desert. Among the for- 
eign faces that observers are 
noting in both capitals, there 
seem to be & number of East Ger- 
mans, 

Though Western attention con- 
tinues to focus on the major τοῖα 
of Cuba and the Soviet Union in 
Africa, East Germany. without 
attracting much attention, has 
made inroads into several of the 
more revolutionary nations in the 
last two years. Western special- 
ists now rank it as the third 
most influential Communist pow- 
er im the area. 


Angolan Role 


East Germany quickly recogniz- 
ed the new Popular Front gor- 
ernment in Angola in 1975 and 
is well established there, report- 
ediy with several hundred per- 
Sons in the country and the larg- 
est presence after Cuba and the 
Soviet Union. In Mozambique, 
East Germany now has the larg- 
est embassy staff of any Eastern 
country, including the Soviet 
Union. 

But in recent months, the 
East German presence has been 
expanding most noticeably in the 
Horn of Africa, and especially in 
Bthiopia, Many of the East 
German activities are traditional 
and open, such as development, 
technical and humanitarian aid 
Programs, trade missions, trade 
union and student exchanges. 

The East Germans also can 
carry out policies for the Soriet 
Union in areas where an in- 
creased Soviet presence might be 
sensitive or unwelcomed. 

Africa's developing states are 
an attractive target for East Ger- 
man foreign policy, providing an 
arena where the coumtry can 
gather official recognition. ley 
the groundwork for new 
sies to be set up in East Berlin, 
compete more evenly with West 
Se anq@ help undermine the 

government's efforts and 
eae in Africa. 


More Volatile Field 


‘There are, however, also in- 

creasing signs that East German 
support for leftist, liberation 
movements is moving more fre- 
quently now into more volatile, 
yet generally well camouflaged. 
forms of aid such as supplying 
small arms and providing mili- 
tery advisers and internal-secu- 
rity training. 
‘Though the East Germans are 
extremely discreet about such 
things, specialists estimate thet 
the East Germans had only ebout 
100 military advisers and tech- 
nicians in sub-Saharan Africa in 
1973. Today, they estimate the 
figure between 300 and 400. 

The Soviet presence is much 
larger. but it has not increased by 
as large ἃ percentege. The So- 
viet Union, sources estimate. had 
1,000 military advisers and tech- 
nicians in 1973 and now has about 
2.300. 

‘The Cuban military presence in 
Black Africa inereased from an 
estimated 400 to more than 14,000 


| during the same period, the 


sources said. 

Although the East Germans 
denied Zaire’s allegations of pro- 
viding arms to rebels, reliable 
sources say there was evidence

U.S. Officers Say Carter Plan 
Sparked Rise in Iegal Aliens 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (AP). 
—The number of illegal aliens 
eaptured trying to cross the 
Mexican border into the United 
States bas risen 51 per cent in 
the wake of President Carter's 
amnesty proposals earlier this 
month. 

A survey of U.S, Border Patrol 
stations along the Mexican bor- 
der found that in the first three 
weeks of August the patrol 
caught 50,705 illegal aliens trp- 
ing to cross the border. The 
patro) caught 33.495 in the first 
three weeks of August last: year. 

There is no way to tel bow 
many aliens succeed in slipping 
past the patrob. The Border 
Patrol estimates that two aliens 
escape its dragnet for every one 
caught, By that measure, rourh- 
ly 100,000 aliens have entered 
the United States illegally from 
Mexico since Mr. Carter's pro- 
posals were disclosed. 

The Border Patrol station 
chiefs said that perhaps the 
biggest reason for the egal 
crossing is economic pressure. 
That pressure has resulted in an 
estimated 20-per-cent increase 
im the number of aliens trying 
to enter the country in each of 
the last five years, 

“I would say that unemploy- 
ment and underemployment, ag- 
Gravated by the drought this 
Year, are pushing ea lot more 
people up here,” said Jack Rich- 
ardson, wha patrols fram Del 
Rio, Texas, The recent downward 
fluctuation of the Mexican peso, 
which has gone from 13 to the 
dollar to 32 to the dollar, was 
also cited. 

The Border Patrol chiefs also 
Said that Mr, Carter's amnesty 
proposal is having an impact. 
Roger Stout, stationed with the 
Border Patrol in Laredo, Texas, 
said: “A lot of the ones we're 
catching tell us they came be- 
cause they heard about the 
amnesty and figured they had 
to get bere to take advantage 
of it.” 

Mr. Carter, early this month, 
Proposed two forms of amnesty, 
Aliens who could prove that 
they had arrived in the United 
States before 1970 would be 
eligible for permanent resident 
status and @ chance to become 
citizens.

“There will be direct competi- 
tion between the defendants’ 
proposed publication and the 
newspaper International Herald 
Tribune or New York Herald 
Tribune,” the complaint said, 
“and direct competition in the 
procurement of the plaintiffs 
advertising, a substantial amount 
of which is obtamed in New 
York.” 

The complaint argued that the 
publication of the new newspuper 
under the name “The Trib" would 
be “a fraud and deception upon 
the public of New York and 
throughout the United States." 
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᾿ Promises, Promises in Manila 


A year ago. just before bankers and offi- 
cials of 131 countries gathered in Manila for 
the annual conference of the International 
Monetary Fund. President Marcos announced 
plans for the election of a Philippine na- 
tional legislature by March, 1977. That elec- 
tion is still awaited, as one-man rule under 
Martial law approaches its fifth annivetsary. 
But now Mr. Marcos has offered a hew 
promise—an elected Assembly for 1978—this 
time just as lawyers and judges from more 
than 100 countries assembled for the eighth 
World Peace Through Law Conference.

ZURICH, Aus. 15 (Reuters).-= 
World 800-meters record holder 
Alberto Juanlorena of Cuba beat 
arch-rival Mike Boit of Kenya 
here last night in the long-await- 
edi clash of the giants of the 
event. 

Olympic gold medallist Juan- 
torena, who set ἃ worl’ mark of 
one minute 43.4 secunds in Sofis 
last week, said in Bulgaria thas 
Boit was the only ma. who might 
beat him. Uniil last might, they 
had never run against each other, 

The Cuban clocked one minute 
43.64 seconds in che race at cn 
international track and field 
meeting here, beating Boit by 
exactly one second. 

dJuantorensa settled in behind 
Sammy Eipgurat of Eenya for 
the lirst lap while Bolt remained 
toward the back of the eight- 
runner field. 

When the Cuban broke clear 
afur the halfway mark, Boit 
wert ith him and drew level 
300 meters from the finish, δὺς 
Juantorena seemed to change 
gears and pulled away again in 
the last 900 meters to win with 
comparative ease. 

About 23,000 spectators watched 
the duel in Letzigrund Stadium.

Jobn Walker of New Zealand, 
who has been chasing the 1,500- 
meters world record of Tanzanian 
Pilbert Bayi for more than ‘three 
years, was beaten In the event 
here last night by Thomas Wes- 
singhage of West Germany. 

Walker looked sure to win, but 
the West German caught him 
on the line,

3:37.41 for Walker—were well 
above Bayi's world best mark 
of 3:32.32, set in February, 1974. 

In the men's 11¢-meter hurdles, 
Charles Foster of the United 
States upset world record holder 
Alejandro Casanas of Cuba to 
win in 13.49 seconds.

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Mugging Grandmother

jew YORK—Another problem 
we have in New York is chil- 
dren beating up grandmothers. 
Sometimes they kill them, al- 
thouch the usual thing is just 
robbery, Sometimes the children 
are quite young—l0, 42, 13 years 
old. Sometimes the grandmothers 
are old enough to 
be great-grand- + 
mothers. The 
other day, two 
pubescent bors 
did a street- 
mugging joh on a 
woman who jater - 
told policemen she 
was 103 years old. 

This may have @ 
been a new record 
for assault across 
the ages, You 
ean’t be sure. If such records are 
kept at all, they are bound to be 
‘unreliable. since we go for long 
periods here in New York not 
bemg interested enough im this 
kind of assault to keep the rec- 
ords very well. 

This week, 311 attention fo- 
euses on beaten grandmothers 
and insensitive childhood, and 
everyone is solicitous of the tez- 
yor in which old people now live, 
‘The police. of course, will make 
special efforts. City Hall expresses 
concern. Cries of public outrage. 
Bic. 

Next week. we will have the 
sanie responses, for 2 new prob- 
lem, but there is no point in 
being cynical about the ease with 
which New York transfers its 
alarm from one insoluble problem 
to another. 

Im any case, one of the things 
you do here when there isa heavy 
problem in the news is leap to 
sociological conclusions about 
what it all means. 

My own inclination, for ex- 
ample, would be to explain this 
kind of crime in terms of family 
breakdown. Even a child reared 
by criminal parents will be taught 
a decent respect for old people, 
if only out of self-serving motives 
in his felonious parents, who. 
anticipating the inevitability of 
datage, will want the successor 
generation of criminals to do 
the decent thing by their jorebears. 

It is reasonable to conclude 
that most criminal parents, upon 
learning that 2 child of theirs 
has beaten and robbed a grand-

mother, would give him such a 
forceful lesson in the nastiness of 
abusing the elderiy that he would 
never do it again, The faci that 
this crime is gaining populerity 
among New York children sug- 
gests that either they have no 
families to underline such lessons, 
or that such families as they may 
have are no longer doing their 
jobs. 

The suggestion that families 
ought to be doing such work will 
irritate certain modern thinkers 
who contend that the family is 
obsolete and—worse—a social 
prison in which the creative im- 
pulses of its members are stifled. 

‘What we now have in New York 
is 8 lot of really rotten kids ex- 
posing their true nature because 
family influence has failed to 
train them to conceal it. The 
percentage of really rotten people 
on earth has probably been con- 
stant over the millennia; the bar- 
barie periods differ from the civ- 
lized in the breakdown of con- 
straints which, in civilized times, 
keep the bad people from behav- 
img perfectly naturally,

The most romantic interpreta- 
tion of the perils of New York's 
old people is that it is an ex- 
pression of America’s contempt 
for or hatred of old age, and its 
idiotic worship of youth, This 
strikes me as great fun to argue 
over gin, but pretty silly. Amer- 
icans may do ridiculous things, 
hke installing new glands and 
putting 44-inch waistlines into 
custom-faded jeans, in order to 
hold onto the memory of youth. 
The number of us who beat the 
daylights out of grandmothers en 
route to the supermarket is, how- 
ever, infinitesimal 

When you find 2 couple of lads 
born in the age of LBJ assaulting 
8. woman born in the administra- 
tion of Ulysses 8, Grant, it is just 
as sensible to argue that today's 
youth is reacting in rage against 
the corruption of the Grant gang 
as to contend that it is expressing 
a national contempt for old folks. 
What we have are some very bad 
children who lack the family 
background required to channel 
their felonious instincts into more 
socially acceptable activities,
